He testified for the City of Hope in 


support of the application of the Louis- 
iana-Nevada Transit company for au- 
thority to sell to the City of Hope's 
municipal water & light plant and the 
Hope Brick company, now served by 
the Arkansas-Louisiana Gas company. 


Johnson said the 10-cent rate (pro- 


posed by the Louisiana-Nevada Tran- 
sit company) in 1038 would have saved 
the brick works $10,000 and the munic- 
ipally-owned 
water 
& 
light plant 


$6,000. 


Evidence Completed 


The Louisiana-Nevada company an- 


nounced it had completed testimony 
with the exception of one witness, 
Industrial Engineer Miko Murphy of 
Dallas. Texas, who will arrive late Fri- 
day or Saturday. 


The Arkansas - Louisiana company, 


opposing the other company's applica- 
tion, is expected to sUirt presenting 
testimony late Friday afternoon. 


M. O. Matthews, manager of the 


Ideal Cement company's plant at Okay, 
which also seeks to discard the Ark- 
ansas-Louisiana company's service and 
become a customer of the Louisiana- 
Nevada company, told the commission 
that the service of the Arkansas- 
Louisiana company in the past 10 years 
had "been consistently good—the only 
objection we had was to the price 
charged,' 


Under the cement companys con- 


tract, which expires Tuesday, it had 
paid the Arkansas-Louisiana company 


2 per thousand cubic feel. Mat- 


thews said the smallest company gas 
bill paid for any year in the last 10 
years was $123.fli5.60. 


Cement Co. Dilemma 


Matthews said that if the Louisiana- 


Nevada company was denied permit to 
operate and the Arkansas-Louisiana 
company did not submit, a ".satisfactory 
rate," the cement company would face 
the alternative of building its own 
gas pipe line, using substitute fuel, or 
shutting down. 


Under cross-examination by the Ark- 


ansas-Louisiana company's attorneys 
he denied "labor troubles" had teen 
the cause of plant shutdowns this 
spring, attributing the .shiildowns lo 
"genera (economic conditions." 


He asserted plant workers formed ; 


union this year, but he commented 
"Certainly that wasn't the cause o

CHICAGO.—The biggest union of 


packinghouse workers ever organized, 
and the four biggest companies in thai 
industry are jockeying for position in 
public favor in the event ncgotialions 
fail lo head off "the damndest strike 
you ever say in this great induslry." 


This forecast of Ihe probable bitter- 


ness of such a struggle if it breaks is 
in the words of Van A. Bitlner, chair- 
man of the Packinghouse Workers' Or- 
ganizing Committee, an affiliate of the 
Council of Industrial Organization. 


The day such a strike is declared 


shipments of cattle and stock will stop 
flowing into Ihe big Armour yards anc 
any others affected; Swift, Wilson, and 
Cudahy may also be struck at a nod 
from union officials. Two and a half 
million farmers who raise livestock 
would be directly affected. Shortages 
of 'meat, or rising prices might easily 
ollow if the strike became widespread. 


Court Public 


Both sides are attempting to woo 


niblie opinion, the P. W. O. C. by 
iroadsides and pamphlets, the Armour 
company by advertising, each setting 
'orth their claims. But the basic dif- 
licully is simple: 


The P. W. O. C. says: "We have a 


najority of your employes, and we 
want a national contract covering 
them." 


Armour says: "We doubt thai you 


lave such a majority. It is nol proved. 
In all individual plants where you have 
proved it before the Labor Board, we 
are bargaining according lo law. We 
do not want a single national con- 
tract." 


Should such a nation-wide packing 


strike be unleashed, beginning with 
Armour, where the C. I. O. feels 
strongest, it might well be violent. The 
men who slaughter and pack Ihe na- 
tion's m'eat are a rugged lot, and past 
labor difficulties in this field have 
been marked by extreme violence. 


The P. W. O. C. was organized in 


1937 by the C. I. O, in the same manner 
as the S. W. O: C. in steel and the 
T. W. O. C. in textiles, that is. by bring- 
ing together for effective organizing 
action all possible existing organiza- 
tions in the industry concerned, and 
building on thai uofndation. 
It seeks 


country-wide contracts with thn big 
packing plants, a condition never yet 
attained. 


Many of the smaller packing plants 


have already been organized by the 
P. W. O. C., which today claims 78.000 
members, more than half of all pack- 
nghoiisc workers in the country. The 
P. W. O. C. claims that 80 per cent of 
Armour workers belong to it, which is 
probably the reason why they are be- 
ginning with Armour. 


The company denies thai this is the 


case, though a string of Labor Board 
certificates in It !;\vpn Armour plants 
in various cities indicates that the 
P. W. O. C. must be at least close to 
such H 'majority. 


The company insists thai the certifi- 


cation of the big Chicago plant was 
obtained by the P. W. O. C. because 
il got a majority of all votes polled in 
a planl election, but points out lhat 
this was not a majority of all em- 
ployes, many nol having voted at the 
election. 


No NLRB Appeal Yet 


The P. W. O. C. position is lhat.

This Armour denies, insisting that, it

on a third term, Mr. Roosevelt said he 
did not expect a Conservative to be 
nominated "for I believe the conven- 
tion (next year) will see the political 
wisdom, as well as the national wis- 
dom, of giving to Ihe voters of the 
United States an opportunity to main- 
tain the practice and the policy of mov- 
ing forward with a liberal and hu- 
manitarian progrem."

None was more lively than th 
doomed Bradley. On the table there was a huge bunch of roses. Bradley 
took one to put in hislapel. 


In short here is a man staring into the face of death. But he does none 


of the melodramatic things the writers have imagined in such circumstances 
He works, and plays—and hopes, just exactly as men do who are less con 
scions of the ever-present threat of death. 


And perhaps that is the bravest thing of all; to carry on just as always, 


to the last moment that is allowed, without ever giving death the satisfaction 
of having been able to alter his spectral presence, the blessed routine of life 


In Claud Bradley is that courage which is man's best attribute—the courage 


to face life and death with the same level gaze.

Sterile. Experts Think 
. . 


This Is «h« first of three articles 


on fertility and sterility, a subject 
r.f the highest Interest to all adult 
people, and one on which there nrv 
ninny popular misunderstandings. 


The future of any nation depend-; on 
he continued growth of its population, 
if people marry and not have children 
obviously the nation must seek else- 
where for its population. Fortunately 
the desire to have children is n natural 
unnan desire, and most people who 
lire married want children in thoii 
iiomes. 


Unfortunately some people, who want 


children, and who ;iro indeed anxious 
to have them, do not do so because of 
physical conditions which prevent. 


People who have a groat many chil- 


dren are called fertile. Sterility is the 
opposite of fertility. It represents the 
inability of n m'arvied couple to yivf 
birth to living children. The woman 
may be responsible or tin 
1 man. and in 


the vast majority of cases the respon- 
sibility is shared by both. 


Of course, some people make up their 


minds early in their married life that I 
they do not want children and take 
steps to prevent the birth of a child 
Nevertheless, exports in these matters 


point out that t'\o practice of specialists 
in the conditions affecting women in- 
dicate from 8 to 10 per cent of patients 
asking questions as to why they are 
unable to .luivi1 children. 


Indeed, some exports soy that at 


least 10 per cent of mnrringes in Great < 
Britain and in the United States are 
completely sterile. This means that 
there is nothing that can bo clone that 
will cause these people to have chil- 
dren. On the other hand, thore are n 
good -m'nny people who ore not abos- 
lutely sterile but merely relatively 
stwiie. The facts ore interesting. 


If 100 human counles who are young 


and apparently healthy marry, and live 
a normal mnrried life without any in- 
terference, in a small number of cases 
the wife will soon realize that she is 
going to have a baby. In the majority 
of cases, the wives will realize thnt 
they (ire going to have a baby nfter 
anywhere from 10 months to one year. 
In a few cases, without interference, 
the wife will become pregnant n year 


or more after marriage. About 10 of 
the couples will always remain child- 
less. Ninety of these couples will, 
however, prove themselves, sooner or 
later, to be fertile. 


However, there is still a groat dif- 


ference in the degree of fertility in 
various m'arriages. In some instances 
where there is a condition which the 
specialists call "high fertility," 
the 


couple will become parents of many 
children and large families result. In- 
deed, in such peo-'lp oven attempts at 
prevention of childbirth, which is as 
yet not perfectly developed, will re- 
sult in rc|K-ated failures. 


In the average case, however, the 


couple will be «ble to have children 
when they want them within a reason- 


able time, nnd if (hoy practice ordin- 
ary methods of prevention, will be able 
to prevent a childbirth with a fair 
amount of certainty. In (he instances 
in which the fertility is low, there will 
he one or two children born, and, after 
that, probnbly.no others. 


Those arc conditions related to the 


naturo nnd constitution of the persons 
concerned and bear no element of 
shame ov praise. They emphasize more 
than ever that each of us is an individ- 
ual with a constitution that is all his 
own, 
und Hint we must live according 


to the constitutions with which we 
are horn.

Test New Weapons 


Although new theories and weapons

It i.s one thing to drill 
a company of men on a 90-acrc plot 
and another to bring 50,000 men to- 
gether ;/nd keep them from getting 
hopelessly tangled."

For example, if the Blacks achieve 
fire superiority over the Blues, a red 
flag will be hoisted by the umpires. 
Then the Blues must retreat. 


Defeats can be suffered if a .side 


pulls boners such as these: (1) mis- 
judges the enemy's location, (2) un- 
derestimates the enemy's prepared- 
ness, (3) leaves some vital spot un- 
protected, <H underestimates its own 
strength, (5) i.s caught napping. 


But it is doubtful if any routs will 


be scored. Whenever things look too 
bad for either side, the umpires will 
confer and bring thc conflict back into 
a slate of "reasonableness."
